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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new claims presented are directed to mouse strains that are not currently deposited and therefore present 
35 O.S.C. 112, first paragraph issues and new considerations. Additionally the broad claim 12, directed to a mouse strain comprising a 
trait of developing natural onset rheumatoid arthritis still reads on a naturally occurring mouse without the intervention of the hand of man. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments that the mouse strain of the 
instant invention was manipuated by the hand of man and is no different from the issued patent U.S. 6,040,495 is not convincing for 
reasons of record. U.S. Pat. No.6,040,495 teaches a mouse strain with identifiable characteristics such as biochemical markers and other 
phenotypic characteristics distinguishable from the original strain of mouse, that occurred naturally. The mouse claimed in the issued 
patent had characteristics common to its parents in addition to a distinguishing characteristics of being similar to H. pylori infection. 
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
